Hoover was quoted as cautioning 
again last night that adm inistra­ 
tion plans to send the four divis­ 
ion! to Europe may be just what 
Russia wants. 
Hoover 
attended

sponsored by Republican House 
members and answered questions 
at aq off-the-record session. Rep­ 
resentatives who attended said he 
warned that deployment of troops 
over Europe could set off an in­ 
cident and lead to war.

GLADSTONE—John D. Staple 
ol 205 South 7th street, Gladstone, 
prominently known retired indus­ 
trialist, died last evening at 
St. 
Francis hospital in Escanaba. Mr. 
Staple who had been in 
failing 
health the past six months would 
have been 77 years old today. 
Born March 14, 1874, in Car­

Charles M. Ziegler says motorists 
want better roads so badly they’ll 
be glad to pay five cents a ga lion 
more m the gasoline tax if nec­ 
essary. 
Ziegler, 
interviewed

conference, 
also reiterated his opinion that 
trucks should pay a larger share 
of highway costs. 
“There’s 
no 
question 
thai 
trucks are not paying their way,” 
he said. 
Supporting a two-cent boost in 
the gasoline tax, Ziegler adjured 
members of 
hie 
legislature 
to 
“talk to their constituents.” 
He said this would convince 
them that the people want bet­ 
ter roads “even if it costs them 
five cents a gallon.” 
The commissioner was critical 
of Governor Williams’ tactics in 
proposing that the legislature ap­ 
propriate $13,500,000 in h ig h w a y 
revenue 
for 
use of state 
and 
county roads. 
Ziegler said the governor re­ 
ferred to this amount as an ex­ 
cess in state road receipts 
ovei 
budget estimates. 
“The governor,” Ziegler 
said, 
“would give you the idea that he 
found this money but as a m atter 
of fact it would have gone to the 
states and local units anyway.**

Leading Citizen Held 
In $150,000 Theft 


ST. JOSEPH — (ZP)—Failing to 
provide $150,000 bond, a socially 
prominent business executive was 
held in jail today to await cir­ 
cuit court arraignm ent on embez­ 
zlement charges. 
Robert . Brown, 35, waived ex­ 
amination before Justice of 
the 
Peace Joseph R. Collier here yes­ 
terday. 
He is accused of embez­ 
zling approximately $150,000 of 
the funds of St. Joseph Machines, 
Inc. 
He is personnel director of 
the company that his grandfather, 
N. E. Brown, helped found. 
Circuit court arraignment ten­ 
tatively was set for next Monday. 
Two specific counts were filed 
against Brown. 
One charged he 
embezzled 
$426.21 Feb. 5, 1951, 
and the other charged embezzle­ 
ment of $671.52 Dec. 26, 1950. A 
third count charged embezzlement 
of about $150,000 from 
Feb. 
I, 
1946, to Feb. 15, 1951. 
Brown’s attorney, W. P. Harvey, 
issued this statement: 
“This is more than a personal 
altair. 
It is a community trag­ 
edy. 
Censure 
and 
judgm ent 
should be left for a court to im ­ 
pose all facts and circumstances 
are fully presented.” 
The embezzlement charges came 
as a shock 
to 
the 
community 
where Brown is well liked. The 
family has been prominent in St. 
Joseph for nearly IOO years.

Tremor Jolts

Violent Explosion 
Proves Mystery 
LONDON — (ZP) — Mysterious 
earth convulsion startled part of 
the 
European 
continent 
today 
while along the coastlines fierce 
gales tied up chipping and in­ 
flicted widespread damage. 
The earth tremor—some quar­ 
ters said it could have been caus­ 
ed by an 
explosion 
of 
atomic 
proportions—was 
felt 
in

gium. 
The earth rumbled and shook 
for about six seconds. Shudders 
of diminishing violence continued 
to be recorded in Stuttgart for 
15 minutes. The quake was

buildings. No extensive damage 
was reported anywhere. 
Seismologists,

who study earth movements, were 
unable to locate the center of the 
shock. One said it was either in

Unless we stem the tide which 
is sw eeping this nation into a so­ 
cialistic - w elfare state, Am erican 
enterprise, as we know 
it, 
will 
soon be a thing of the past, Rotar- 
ians of four cities, Escanaba, M an­ 
istique, M unising and Gladstone 
w ere told by T. W. 
Korb. gener­ 
al counsel and assistant secretary 
of the H am ischfeger corporation 
last evening at a joint m eeting 
held in the clubhouse at Nahm a. 
Speaking on the topic Economic 
Horizons, the speaker added: W hat 
can business look frw ard to in the 
future? 
W hat about the young 
enterpriser? 
What is in store for 
him? 
W hat trials and tribulations 
m ust be overcome, and how can 
they be overcome? 
Korbe said he had been brought 
up on old fashioned precepts: save 
your money for 
investm ent; 
be 
honest, sincere, and conscientious 
in dealings with others; w ork hard 
and keep your goal in m ind: be 
self-reliant; assume responsibility; 
learn from error and practice the 
Golden Rule. By diligent applica­ 
tion of such rules one could al­ 
w ays attain the “horizon of con­ 
ten tm en t’’ and the know ledge of 
having perform ed a service to so­ 
ciety. 
Wards of Government 
Today, the horizon is lost and 
we are w andering in a haz«*—a 
deep fog of socialism. 
The speaker said we are dodg- 
ng responsibility, shoving it onto 
the federal governm ent 
and 
its 
bureaucrats. The aged, the han d i­ 
capped, the victims of disaster are 
shoved onto the governm ent, be­ 
come w ards of the governm ent, 
and following in close file are the 
lazy, the shiftless, the m alcontents, 
the farm er, the laborer 
and 
the 
businessm an. Each with arm s ex­ 
tended, palm s upward, for a hand­ 
out. 
Senator 
Styles 
Bridge* 
was 
quoted by Mr. 
Korb 
as 
saying 
“The federal 
governm ent 
sends 
out 19 million checks each m onth. 
Add to that another six million 
from 
states 
and 
m unicipalities, 
and then tell me how m any peo­ 
ple are 
feeding 
at 
the 
public 
trough.” 
Tn W ashington, in Congress, in 
various bureaus, 
politicians 
are 
figuring out m ore ways to spend 
money or give aw ay money. C ru­ 
sading for the W elfare 
State, 
a 
state which m akes a cult of de­ 
pendency or pauperism 
and 
in 
which the attitude of the victim s 
is: “ I’ve got it coming to m e”. 
Flow of “Benefits” 
The insidious thing about pau­ 
perism in this 
sense 
is 
that 
it 
springs from motives which on the 
surface seem highly h u m an itar­ 
ian. 
But once the principle is es­ 
tablished, it grows on w hat it feeds 
on. 
The support of paupers be­ 
comes a m ajor responsibility of 
the state. 
Politicians are quick to 
see the potentialities of their de­ 
pendents as voters, who, in the 
im m ortal w ords of the later Gov. 
A lfred E. Smith “ Will Not Shoot 
Santa C laus.” 
Pauperism , said Korb, becomes

exploiting it for their own selfish 
ends. 
Farther In The Red 
The apathy w ith which m illions 
of wage earners, small investors, 
and sm all businesses 
share 
this 
tax burden, is puzzling, said the 
speaker. They docilely accept the 
added load placed upon them . The 
w orker is paying for all of the cost 
of the very thing that will destroy 
him. 
Social security now covers about 
46 million persons and the cost of 
old age and survivors benefits is 
expected to exceed $10 billion an­ 
nually. 
O verall cost of social se­ 
curity, pensions, health and w el­ 
fare program s w ill cost from 30 to 
40 billion dollars annually in the 
next few decades, it is estim ated. 
And still today in the period of 
our highest incom e we are going 
further into th e red at a rate of 
$5 billion annually. And the gov­ 
ernm ent plans to spend $75 billion 
this fiscal year. 
K orb 
declared 
the 
economic 
horizon w as obscured, portended a 
storm w hich would level us to the 
morass 
of 
begging 
pauperism , 
sim ilar to B ritain, but w ith no one 
left to whom w e can turn. 
We are daily trading our liberty 
and freedom for illusory prom ises 
that have failed in G erm any under 
Hitler, in Russia under Stalin, in 
Italy under Mussolini and will fail 
in B ritain u nder socialism. 
Must Deny Socialism 
The Pilgrim s tried socialism and 
it failed, the speaker said. 
And 
after it had been abandoned and 
every m an, even the lazy, worked 
and could keep w hat he produced 
except for a bit for the cost of 
governm ent, a great 
nation 
was 
conceived. 
A nation, said Korb, that with 
6 per cent of the land area and 7 
per cent of the w orld’s population 
possesses 45 per cent of th# w orld’s 
wealth. 76 per cent of the w orld’s 
autom obiles, 56 per cent of the 
telephones and 44 per cent of the 
radios. 
And this youngest of the 
w orld’s leading nations surpasses 
in num ber and quality a ll others 
in schools, hopitals, libraries, rail­ 
road, bridges, dam s and huge in­ 
dustries. 
The success of business, the pre­ 
servation of opportunity, the guar­ 
antee of continued 
greatness 
in 


the United State*, and the right 
to be let alone, is in direct ratio 
to the success we achieve in com­ 
bating and disavow ing Socialism 
or any form of Collectivism, the 
speaker declared. 
The Federal G overnm ent today 
is operating outside the orbit pres­ 
cribed by the 
C onstitution, 
said 
K orb and the Socialistic-W elfare 
State is only a prelude to the To­ 
talitarianism that has brought de­ 
solation to the world of our day. 
Transition Period 
Korb said he was old-fashioned 
enough to believe we do net have 
rights because we have govern­ 
m ent; on the contrary, 
we have 
governm ent 
because 
we 
have 
rights. 
O ur 
system 
of 
governm ent 
m eans: first the people, then the 
small units of governm ent, next 
the states, then the federal gov­ 
ernm ent. 
We are faced w ith a crisis. The 
W elfare state is 
a 
successor 
to 
Capitalism in 
the 
transition 
to 
Socialism and then Communism. 
Unless we stem and 
turn 
the 
tide, American enterprise, as we 
know it, will soon be a thing of 
the past, Korb concluded.

T>EFORE he went overseas last month, 
General Eisenhower outlined to the 
Senate armed services and foreign rela­ 
tions committees in 
secret 
session 
his 
views on the use of atomic bombs in w ar­ 
fare. The general’s statem ents made at that 
time have just been made public. They*re- 
flect the intelligent thinking of the man 
who will direct the defense of Western 
Europe if the Russians should decide to 
make another grab. 
Eisenhower said that he believes in us­ 
ing “what we have” in defending our­ 
selves. That includes the atomic bomb, he 
made it clear. The main factor in any con­ 
li deration of the use of the A-bomb, Gen­ 
eral Ike said, is w hether or not it will be 
advantageous to us. 
He explained that if he felt the material 
destruction to be caused by 
an 
atomic 


Alger H iss Ned rf 
His Prison Term 
'H'OURTEEN months have elapsed since 
* 
Alger Hiss was convicted of perjury 
by a federal jury. 
He was sentenced to 
serve five years in prison because he was 
found guilty of lying to a federal grand 
jury when he denied that he. had given 
secret documents to W hittaker Chambers, 
a confessed courier for a pre-w ar Com­ 
munist spy ring. 
Hiss escaped 
a charge of treason only 
because of the 
statute of limitations. The 
perjury conviction was in a sense a con­ 
viction of treason. He has been free on 
bond pending the outcome of his appeal. 
Monday 
the 
supreme 
court 
denied 
Hiss's request to review his case, closing 
virtually the last avenue for his escape 
from punishment. He could still file a re­ 
quest for the court to reconsider, but it is 
unlikely that it would be granted. Or he 
might seek executive clemency but here 
again the prospects for success are bleak, 
indeed. 
Alger Hiss has been granted every priv­ 
ilege of American justice, which is as it 
should be. Now the time is at hand for him 
to pay the penalty of his crime. 
The Soviet Union, for whom Hiss was 
working while engaged as a high official of 
the American government, does not possess 
these standards of justice and individual 
rights. In Russia, the head of Alger Hiss 
would have been lopped off many, many 
months ago—and there would be no stat­ 
ute of limitations to intervene. 


Moral Decline Evident 
In Officials' Attitude 
ROM the moment the RFC disclosures 
■* 
began hitting the headlines, the words 
“ illegal" and “improper" have enjoyed the 
currency of popular songs. 
White 
House 
attaches, RFC officials, 
senators, these and others have time and 
again defended the exercise of pressure 
and influence on the ground 
that 
what 
they did was not illegal. Senator Fulbright 
of Arkansas, pursuing the inquiry, has oft­ 
en insisted that while this m ight be so, 
their actions were nevertheless improper. 
Faced with this moral gauge, the prin­ 
cipals in the RFC story have then usually 
gone on to assert that they Jhave 
done 
nothing improper, either. 
There is no need here to discuss the is­ 
sue of illegality. If any be dem onstrated, it 
is a m atter for the courts and th at’s that. 
What is of much graver concern to the na­ 
tion is the strange idea so m any of our 
public officials seem to have of what is 
proper and what is improper. 
An examiner for RFC sees no harm in 
accepting free hospitality from a Florida 
hotel owner who has won an RFC loan. 
Senator Murray, Montana Democrat, says 
it s quite “routine” for lawm akers to plug 
loans for applicants who happen to be con­ 
stituents. even when a senator’s son is the 
applicant’s lawyer. 
White House personnel feel utterly free 
about accepting favors of all kinds, as well 
as 
dispensing 
them. 
M aj.-Gen. 
Harry 
Vaughan, 
President 
Trum an’s 
m ilitary 
aide, doesn’t have a single qualm whether 
heV taking in deep freezers or getting a 
special law pushed through Congress to al­ 
low entry from Austalia of a woman ac­ 
quaintance he wants as secretary. 
Iii all these instances, 
the principals 
have one standard reply: 
“Is there any­ 
t h i n g wrong in that?” 
That they even find it necessary to ask 
the question tells us how insensible many 
public men have become to any lofty code 
of propriety in official life. By any rea­ 
sonable measure, no man who occupies a 
position of responsibility 
in 
government 
ought either to accept or grant special fav­ 
o r s to anyone. 
There was a time when such an elem ent­ 
ary ethical standard was universally 
re­ 
vered and widely observed. In the Wash­ 
ington of 1951, it appears as outmoded as 
celluloid collare and knee-length bathing 
suits, 


bomb was not equal to some moral or great 
reaction otherwise to the use of the bomb, 
he would abstain from its use. However, if 
he believed there would be a net gain in its 
use, he would not hesitate to employ it 
against the enemy. 
There are m any people in this country 
who are opposed to the use 
of 
atomic 
bombs by the United States, regardless of 
circumstances. Fortunately, the American 
people as a whole do 
not 
accept 
this 
theorj\ If they did, they would demand the 
abandonment of our atomic bomb plants. 
And if this happened, it would be a direct 
invitation to Russia to move aggressively 
across Europe. 
W estern European military officials are 
certain th at Russia has not given a signal 
to put her armies on the march in Europe 
only because Russia is fearful of the atom ­ 
ic bomb. It would be foolhardy for us to 
offer the Kremlin any hope that we would 
hesitate to use our superiority in A-bombs 
if the occasion requires it. 
Gen. Eisenhower has said that he would 
not hesitate to use atomic weapons if he 
felt that their use would provide an ad­ 
vantage for the western powers. There is 
no reason for anyone, including the Rus­ 
sians, to doubt his meaning. 


Peace With Japan 
Is Not Far Off 
J 
OHN FOSTER DULLES has just given 
his country and the world a superb 
demonstration of capable 
diplomacy 
at 
work. 
With very little fanfare, he went out to 
the Far East to talk about 
a 
Japanese 
peace treaty, not only affecting Japan and 
the U. S. but Australia, New Zealand and 
the Philippines. 
When he came back, 
he brought the 
draft of a peace document acceptable in its 
basic term s to the United States. 
Japan 
and our principal Pacific Allies. In other 
words, he has achieved the biggest single 
forward step toward a treaty since World 
War II ended. 
This job was accomplished by Dulles and 
whatever staff he may have used. There 
were no widely heralded peace aonferences 
in gilded government halls. There was no 
protracted wrangling over terms. 
If the draft now on the table can be put 
into final form without losing any of the 
excellent harmony which exists among the 
prospective signatory nations, then before 
too many months have passed we should 
be formally art peace with Japan. 
It is notable that this country and the 
others involved propose to move toward a 
final settlem ent in the same way they havfe^ 
proposed thus far: using normal diplomatic 
channels. Once again, therefore, the too 
often fruitless big 
conference 
will 
be 
avoided. 
Russia, of course, has ho part in these 
negotiations. 
The 
Kremlin has blocked 
every attem pt to attain a Japanese settle­ 
ment. If it w ere now invited to participate, 
it would simply sabotage-the discussions 
by raising impossible demands. 
East-W est relations in Asia have deter­ 
iorated too much for the Soviet Union even 
to be considered. 
The only issue in the 
Orient is how to resist m arauding com­ 
munism, not how to negotiate with it. 
That fact is reflected in the terms we 
and the Japanese are agreed 
to 
in 
the 
treaty draft brought back by Dulles. 
Of 
their own will, the Japs wish to accord us 
bases for our armed forces in the Japan­ 
ese islands. This means that Japan is def­ 
initely aligned on the side of the West, in­ 
deed, considers itself virtually within the 
American orbit of defense. 
It 
is 
heartening to find this positive, 
hopeful element in an area so confused 
and generally discouraging as 
the 
Far 
East. Jai>an’s industrial might is a key fac­ 
tor there; wisely employed it can do much 
to left up the whole of 
Southeast 
Asia. 
But in Communist hands it would be a 
strong lever pushing the region toward 
Red oblivion 
A formal treaty with Japan crystallizing 
this hopeful relationship is earnestly to be 
desired. For his crucial part in bringing 
such a treaty nearer reality, 
Dulles 
de­ 
serves the warm thanks of every Ameri­ 
can and every free man throughout the 
globe. 


Merry-Go- Round 
By DREW PEARSON 
ROME—The most im portant thing that 
every American is entitled to know about 
Marshall plan aid to Europe is whether it 
is a temporary shot-in-arm which will 
have to be repeated every so often to keep 
the patient alive or whether it will really 
put Europe back on its feet. In brief, the 
question is will communism 
take 
over 
shortly alter we pull the 
Marshall 
plan 
props out from under Europe? 
Italy may be a good laboratory in which 
to answer this question, partly because we 
have poured American money into Italy 
ever since the end of World War II, partly 
because the Italian people are reasonably 
well disposed toward the United States and 
partly because Communism is taking a 
licking here for which the Marshall plan 
is to a considerable degree responsible. 
Basically the question of whether Italy 
or any other Marshall plan country can 
carry on after we leave boils 
down 
to 
whether they can successfully institute in­ 
ternal reforms sufficient to combat com­ 
munism, balance their budgets and muster 
the courage to tax. 
In Italy, this entire 
question has been the subject of a vitally 
important dispute between the De Gasperi 
government and ECA Adiministrator Leon 
Dayton, with U. S. 
Ambassador 
James 
Dunn siding with the Italian government 
against his fellow American. It is one of 
the most significant backstage discussions 
anywhere in Europe today. 
FEW INCOME TAXES 
What 
most Americans don’t realize is 
that few European countries except Eng­ 
land and the Scandinavian countries ever 
impose anything approaching our income 
tax on their people. 
Since the war most 
European countries simply have been bal­ 
ancing their budgets with Marshall plan 
funds and other forms of American 
aid. 
This chiefly benefits the aristocracy of 
Italy and 500 families of France who for 
years have paid almost no taxes.

Developed in Arabia 
The oldest breed of horse gen­ 
erally recognized now, and held 
to be the fountainhead of all other 
light breeds, was developed in the 
desert 
country 
of Arabia, from 
which it derives its name. Need­ 
ing an animal that would carry 
him swiftly and safely over long 
stretches of sandy soil and at the 
same time withstand the lack of 
feed and water to a remarkable 
degree, the Arab developed a type 
of horse long noted for its activi­ 
ty, endurance, docility, and hand­ 
some appearance. 
The 
Arabian, while primarily 
developed as a saddle horse and 
ridden by the Arabs at a canter, 
is easily broken to make a safe 
although not fast driver. 
When

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REA Attacks Chapman, 
Original New Dealer

WASHINGTON — Although it

The dispute involves the 
elaims of public power as against 
private power in the face of short­ 
ages of vital materials. 
The political potentialities are 
explosive, since lined up on the 
public power side are the rural 
electrical co-ops. They have im­

influential 
southern Democrats who have al­ 
ready begun to put the heat on 
Secretary of Interior Oscar Chap­ 
man. 
Survivor Of New Deal 
R is ironic that Chapman should 
be the target of their resentment. 
Me is one of the few survivors out 
of the Roosevelt New Deal in the 
Truman administration. But when 
authority over electric power de­ 
velopment under the defense pro­ 
gram was put in his hands it was 
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certain that he would find himself 
in hot water. 
Chapman felt obliged to name a 
private power man to head up his 
defense power because 
it 
was 
pointed out to him that about 14 
billion dollar* is invested in the 
private power industry as against 
two billions in public power. He 
named at administrator Clifford B. 
McManus, former president of the 
Georgia Power company and since 
1049 of the Southern Power com­ 
pany serving areas in Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi and Florida. 
A director of the Edison Elec­ 
tric Institute, he is one of the 
insiders in the industry. 
The first major skirmish came 
when McManus ruled that there 
was a power shortage in the Pa­ 
cific Northwest and that conse­ 
quently no more defense indus­ 
tries could be located in that re­ 
gion. In the Northwest the great 
public power developments, Grand 
Coulee and Bonneville, have pro­ 
vided cheap power which has in 
turn attracted a whole new in­ 
dustrial complex. 
Senator Morse Objected 
In that rapidly 
growing 
area 
they 9aw McManus’ ruling as a 
block to any further public pow­ 
er development. Senator Morse of 
Oregon, a Republican, and Sena­ 
tor Magnuson of Washington, a 
Democrat, came charging down 
to Chapman’s office. So did Rep.

Huge Federal Loan 
To U. P. Copper Mine 
Expected By April 1 


By JOE HALL 
AP Special Washington Service 
WASHINGTON— (ZP) —A gov­ 
ernment decision on a multi-mil­ 
lion dollar loan for the White Pine 
Copper mine project in northern 
Michigan is due by April I. 
Backers of the project here re­ 
main confident the loan will be 
forthcoming, although the decis­ 
ion has been delayed longer than 
originally planned. 
James Boyd, head of the defense 
minerals 
administration 
which 
must investigate and certify the 
project for a loan, has not changed 
his position of two 
months 
ago 
that the money will be forthcom­ 
ing. 
William 
H. 
Harrison, defense 
production adminisj^ator, is un­ 
derstood to have interested himself 
in the proposal. His 
agency 
is 
bearing the brunt of the cries for 
scarce metals and other materials. 
Won’t Get Maximum 
Thole are indications, though, 
that the Copper Range Mining Co., 
may not get the maximum loan of 
$100,000,000 which it asked. 
The minerals administration has 
suggested a figure of 
.62,000,000 
and Copper Range reportedly has 
indicated a willingness to comp­ 
romise. 
The full $100,000,000 loan would 
be necessary to get the top pro­ 
duction out of the mine. This is 
estimated at 75,000 tons of copper 
metal in a year, which would be 
more than IO per cent of the to­ 
tal domestic U. S. production in 
recent years.
